“Of the 37 great basic industries four 
showed profit increases ranging from 90 to 
150 per cent over a year ago. Leading the 
list are the electrical equipment companies 
with an average earnings gain of 150 per cent. 
Copper mining is second with 125 per cent 
gain, meat packing third with 99 per cent, 
and oil refining fourth with 96 per cent. 
These four industries were, of course, in a 
somewhat depressed condition in 1927, and 
it was only natural that they should show the 
greatest percentage gain in profits when 
conditions improved in 1928, All of these 
pave benefited to some extent from increases 
n the price of the commodities which they 
sell, but the proportionate price advance has 
been far less than the advance in net earn- 


ings.

Chemical manufacturers show an average 
gain in profits of 35 per cent; but the whole- 
sale price of chemical products is exactly 
the same as it was a year ago. Prices certainly 
have had nothing to do with the prosperity 
in this industry, Iron and steel manufacturers 
increased their net earnings by 33 1-3 per 
cent in 1928; but the price of iron and steel 
products advanced less than two per cent— 
again showing that larger volume and in- 
creased efficiency are far more important 
than increasing prices. 

“Our automobile producers have con- 
tinued their policy of giving more value for 
the same price and haye prospered greatly 
thereby. Some motor car companies’ earnings 
are extremely large while others, particularly 
the smaller producers, are not so unpressive. 
However, the average net earnings for the

The attitude of the Board has been one of 
unselfish public service, and it sympathizes 
with those who entertain honest differences 
of opinion, 

When a person is ill he does not call in a 
plumber, but wisely seeks the advice of a 
competent physician. When one desires 
judicious investment counsel he does not 
consult a traflic officer, rather does he consult 
an experienced banker. Where one desires 
to learn the etymology of a word he does 
not go to a telephone directory, rather does 
he seek the information in a dictionary. 
This is the age of specialization. It is an age 
in which men iit the greater part of their 
lives in pursuit of knowledge concerning 
a certain branch of industry, commerce or 
engineering. 

It is precisely this tendency that has 
enabled modern civilization to make phen- 
ominal progress which has surpassed the most 
fantastic dreams of the 19th century.

The first speakers of the afternoon was 
ev. K. Brent Woodruff who has been 
stationed at St. Elizabeth’s mission on the 
Standing Rock Indian Reservation in South 
Dakota where he covered a parish of 1400 
square miles. At present he is engaged in 
research at Harvard university on the sub- 
ject of the Sioux Indian history and a survey 
of their present status hoping to present 
a basis of information on which government, 
and religious and other agencies can work 
together for intelligent understanding and 
treatment of the Indians. 

Mr. Woodruff from his experience con- 
cludes that the Indian is neither “dumb” 
nor lacking in a sense of humor, but believes 
that his present intellectual status is due to 
not having had a half a chance. They have 
been segregated in schools where they had 
but one session a day. There is not a single 
high school maintained for their benefit and 
many do not begin to attend school before 
they are eight or ten years of age. Conditions 
are improving somewhat. They are beginning 
their school life younger and are now proving 
their ability. 

During a short intermission two flute

The second speaker of the afternoon, Rev. 
Judson L. Cross of Boston, was also in- 
terested in the American Indian taking 
as his topic ‘The Indian Old and New”. Mr. 
Cross is New England secretary of the Com- 
mission on Missions and the American 
Missionary Association. He corroborated 
Mr. Woodruff’s statements that Indians 
were both appreciative and res 
present problem is a matter of adjustment 
of the old and the new. It is impossible for 
the Indians to return to their original mode 
of life with their lands appropriated and 
the buffalo herds gone. Nor is paternalism 
which pauperizes them the solution. Many 
live on the expectation of claims from the 
Government. Mr. Cross believes that just 
claims should be settled within a short 
period and that all others should be declared 
null and void thus helping to bring the 
Indians to a state of self-reliance and in- 
dustry. 

It is a well known fact that if a primitive 
race is deprived of its original faith and it is 
not replaced by something better, the race 
disappears. Those tribes of Indians where 
the seeds of Christianity have flourished 
have proved the most verile and progressive. 

The session closed with a benediction 
pronounced by the Rev. Frank R. Ship- 
man.

Uses in New England FOR RENT—On Highland Road, near Salem 


Long ago, when vegetables were 


scarce, even in summer, and not to be 
had at all in winter, the pumpkin was 
put to extraordinarily diversified uses. 
With it New England housewives made 
pumpkin bread, now a lost art. Pump- 
kin was also tised In the making of 
beer, custard, molasses, vinegar and 
ples. 


Small wonder the early New Eng- 


landers, as it is related in Peter's Gen- 
eral History of Connecticut, constd- 
ered the pumpkin “one of the greatest 
blessings and held very sacred in New 


England.”

A really fine insect cage sells for 
as much as $100, occupants and all. 
Protection of the insects’ eggs calls 
for the highest sk!ll, and under nu 
circumstances are visitors allowed tu 
enter the breeding grounds, whose 
pampered occupants live on mulberry 
leaves.—Living Age.

“During the past few months I have 
repeatedly mentioned the fact that in- 
creasingly rapid displacement of workers 
by improved machinery and labor saving 
devices will eventually create a serious 
unemployment situation, That we are not 
now in such a situation is due to the recent 
sharp advance in almost all lines of industrial 
activity which has mostly absorbed the 
surplus workers for the present. When, 
however, business slackens its pace, even 
to a moderate degree, the problem will 
have to be met. Furthermore, the use of 
labor saving machinery will increase rather 
than diminish over future years. 

“This is more than a question of labor 
welfare. It will vitally affect the continuance 
of the business and financial prosperity of 
this country. The foundation upon which 
good business and strong security markets 
now rests is the higher purchasing power 
of the workers. If we make no organized 
effort to train and adjust men to new jobs 
when they lose their old ones through machin- 
ery, we are jeopardising this purchasing 
power and inviting future business depres- 
sion. The question is: Are we prepared to 
adjust the increasing number of ‘machine- 
made jobless’ men into new jobs, mostly 
in new industries, with our present limited 
equipment of vocational schools and employ- 
ment agencies? 


Adult Education Essential 

“Most of the public vacational training 
aid and guidance work now being done is 
limited to the younger men and women, 
principally in high-school and other sec- 
ondary schools. So far as it goes that isa 
splendid thing. Our boys and girls should be 
trained for some special line of work best 
fitted to them and offering the best oppor- 
tunities. However, the time has come when 
our business training experts must consider 
the older men and women. It has often said 
that ‘you can’t teach an old dog new tricks.’ 
As machinery continues to throw more and 
more out of employment, however, the 
older men must either learn new trades or 
starve. Adult education both of a vocational 
and general nature has received practically 
no attention from our public schools. True, 
private training courses are offered on a

BABSON SHOWS NECESSITY FOR ADJUSTING 
WORKERS TO NEW INDUSTRIES 


Organized Effort Must Be Made to Train Men to New Jobs When They Lose Their Old 
Ones Through Machinery—Business Training Experts Must Consider 
Older Men and Women as Well as Boys and Girls 


variety of subjects. But there is no stan- 
dardization of instruction and no uniformity 
in its quality. For instance there are numer- 
ous schools advertising to teach aviation, 
but only a few of them are considered really 
good. How is the man who wants to enter 
aviation, either in the airplane factories 
or as a pilot, able to tell the good schools 
from the worthless ones? The Federal 
and State governments should at least pre- 
pare and distribute recommended lists of 
training schools for this great new industry. 
“Furthermore, I see no reason why public 
schools and colleges, either general or voca- 
tional, should be limited to teaching youn 
people. It may have been true in the old 
days that the main business of education 
was to prepare the young for their life work. 
Now, however, we face the problem of 
teaching many older men and women new 
and strange lines of work, owing to the 
changes that are being wrought in industry. 
Also if we would see the greatest progress 
in these new industries, such as, aviation, 
television, etc. we must properly train work- 
men for them. This can done through 
public vocational training and guidance; 
through training schools established by the 
industries themselves; through ppprentics 
training systems in which labor, business 
and the government coo; te; and through 
evening trade schools under state and private 
control. Why should the public school be 
devoted entirely to young people when the 
needs of the older men are now so great? 
“Consider for a moment the cases of two 
men whom we will call John and Joseph. 
John has dependents, and is forced to leave 
school after the les. He works 
steadily at his trade for 15 years. Let us 
sup} that he is a railroad employee. 
Suddenly he finds himself without a job 
because of improved labor saving equipment 
and efficiency which has characterized the 
railroads in the past ten years. He has 
learned nothing but railroading, and he finds 
it extremely difficult to fit into another line 
of work because he is untrained for it. For 
example, you cannot over night make an 
old railroad employee into an efficient 
automobile mechanic or radio engineer, 
and yet figures show that during the past 
five years the railroads of this country have 
released 183,264 employees. There should be 
a public school for adults, either evening

classes or special part time apprentice 
training schools inde government control 
and supervision to train such men as John 
properly for some new line of work. The 
public school is the logical place to do this. 

“On the othe hand, let us consider the 
case of Joseph. He has no dependents and, 
thorefore, is able to continue through high- 
school and the state college. It costs the 
state and city $173 a year for Joseph’s 
high-school education and $593 a year at 
the State University. In other words, for 
Joseph’s higher education the public has 
paid $3,069, but for John’s higher education 
it has paid nothing. Now Joseph is well 
equipped to enter some special line of work, 
peeey as an engineer in some electrica 
ine, in the radio business, or in any of the 
newer activities. The least we can do for 
John, therefore, is to provide him with 
specialized training in public evening schools; 
and to provide adequate employment a- 
gencies to which he can turn for a job in the 
new line of work he has selected. 

“T realize that vocational training and 
guidance work has made considerable pro- 
gress in the past few years. It has not, how- 
ever, been organized on a sufficiently com- 
prehensive basis, nor adequately coordinated 
with employment agency systems, in order 
to deal with the problem which we shall 
have to face during the next five years. The 
future prosperity of business and industry in 
this country depends upon keeping labor 
fully employed. en we consider that the 
iron and steel industry, the greatest in the 
country, requires only one-half as many 
men to produce the same amount of finished 
products as it did fifteen years ago; that the 
automobile business requires only one-third 
as many; that similar ratios apply in chemical 
factories; tire plants; Ge and cigarette 
factories; food canning plants and almost 
every important industry, we marvel that 
we have not now a more serious unemploy- 
ment situation than exists. If the use of 
machinery were not increasing, our present 
vocational and employment agency 
system might be able to cope with the situa- 

mn. We are dealing, however, not with a 
static condition, but one which will become 
more intense as time goes on. Business by 
the Babsonchart is now seven per cent 
above normal compared with five per cent 
above a year ago.’

Among the most notuble finds at an- 
clent Ur of the (haldees in Mesopo- 
tamia under the Joint auspices of the 
British museum and the University of 
Pennsylvania are oll lamps of benu- 
tiful design dating to nearly 4,000 
years before Christ, revealing a clvill- 
zation older thin that of Europe.

Pythons, muny of them 15 feet long, 
who are among the guests of the Lon- 
don zov, spend most of their thine sub- 
merged in the wuter of the moat sur- 
rounding the enclosure. A few of the 
inhabitants of the purk, especially the 
cobras, become cunnibals, and attack 
and devour not only various harmless 
species, but also some of thelr most 
polsonous relations, Even puff-adders 
have been recorded as falling victims 
to the cobras’ viclousne&’s and vo 
racity. Mr. FitzSimmons, the curator 
of the Port Elizabeth museum, states 
that a cobra versus puff-adder con- 
test may last as long as an hour, and 
that the latter does not give in to his 
more agile adversury until the ef- 
fects of the Injected venom of his 
enemy have induced complete par- 
alysis.

But it Pays to Walk 


Who Has Missing Half 


of Cullinan Diamond? 

When the Cullinan diamond, the 
largest in the world, estimated to be 
worth up to $25,000,000, and which is 
among the British crown jewels, was 
dug from the earth at the Premier 
mines at Cullinan, South Africa, in 
1905, it was found that one side was 
so flat and smooth that It was consid- 
ered to be only purt of a much big- 
ger diamond. The enormous half 
brother, however, has never been 
found, although scientists, diamond 
miners, financiers, geologists and 
thieves have been searching for it for 
twenty-three years. Its whereabcuts 
and even {its existence are one of the 
world’s mysteries. 

South Africa abounds with strange 
stories of the misving half of the Cul- 
linan dlumond. One version fs that ft

Mud Walls of House
